PARTIES BID FOR FARM VOTE 

The light for the farm vote In the Novem- 
ber presidential elections la again cruclftl. 

It has been a general assumption that It 
was the /arm vote opposition to Republlcnn 
farm policies ol 1948 which gave Wisconsin, 
Illinois, Iowa and Ohio to the DprnorraU;. and 
so enabled President T>"mRf> win tiip t^jpr 
tinii lour years ago. 

After the Chicago cnnventlon."! tn Jiily. a 
number of farm-state newspaper editors In 
attendance expressed some Jear.s that "the 
Republicans may have done It aRRln." 

By this they meant that the Republican 
platform farm pianks did not offer the farm- 
ers a program as much to their liking as 
the Democratic platform. This opinion was 
expressed In spite of the editors' natural 
preference for the Republican ticket. 

A comparison of the farm planks In the 
two platforms Is therefore a matter of keen 
Interest. 

Farm planka In the Republican platform 
^ ,are exETessed In 12 paragraphs. In the Demo- 
" cratic' platform IS. Three paragraphs In the 
Republican platform criticize the Demo- 
cratic farm record. 

The general charge of the Republicans Is 
that the Democratic administration has been 
"seeking to destroy the farmers' freedom." 
The Democratic platform answer Is that un- 
der these proEframs the fanners' annual in- 
come has been raised from 2 billion to 15 
billion dollars. ' 

The Republican platform condemns the 
proposed but never adopted Brannan farm 
plan. The I>einocratlc platform doesn't men- 
tion It b; that name. 

On the question ot price supports for per- 
ishable farm crops, which Is the essence of 
the Brannan plan, the Democratic platform 
aays, "We continue to advocate . . . extending 
price supports to other storables (crops) and 
to . . . perishable commodities which account 
for three-fourths of all farm Income." 

The Republican platform plank on perish- 
able commodities aaya, ". . . we recommend 
locally controlled marltetlng agreements and 
other voluntary meth(>ds." 

Both platforms pledge support to farmer 
cooperatives. The Democratic platform goes 
farther in a promise of "protection from 
punitive taxation." 

The RepuMlcan platform urges "further de- 
velopment of rural electrification and com- 
munication {rural telephones) with federally 
aulsted power . . . when not available through 
private enterprise at fair rates." 

The Democratic platform takes credit for 
having developed the rural electrification 
program and calls for Its expansion to every 
Xann home without the OOP private power 
restriction. 

Both platforms call about equally for ex- 
pphded soli 000.16 rvatlon program.i, agricul- 
tural research and education, development of 
, new domestic and foreldn farm markets, flood 
prevention and the decentralized, local ad- 
ministration of all farm programs. 

The Republican platform comes up with 
aomothing new in n propo-siii for a bl-piirtlNnn 
federal agricultural commls-ilon with power 
to review all farm pollrlca and recommend 
changes. 

The Democratic platform .ttrenst-H develop- 
ment of the famlly-Blzod farm and tlio con- 
tinuation of Agricultural adju.-dtnu-nl pro- 
grams, which It clulniH have done nuirh to 
atablllzu tlio U, B. farm economy of today.

WASHINGTON, Aug. II «J.B — 
Selective service officials said today 
that sooner or later they may have 
.to start drafting middle-aged phy- 
sicians and dentists. 

Draft questionnaires already are 
being mailed to all physicians and 
dentists under SI who have not pre- 
viously served in the military forces 
□r have not served since Sept, IB. 
IMO, the dale on which the nation's 
first peacetime draft law was en- 
acted. 

The questionnaires were sent after 
Selective Service Director Lewis B. 
Hershey told state and local draft 
officials It may tx necessary to use 
physicians and dentists In priority 
No. 3 to fill October calls. 

Priority No. 3 Includes men get- 
ting along In years who have not 
served on active duty since Sept. 16, 
liVi^ But It also Includes rM^t 
graduates educated at their own ex- 
pense. 

Hershey asked local boards to con- 
centrate on thesd younger men, and 
draft officials said they will use up 
that pool before tapping the older 
doctors. No figures are available, 
however, as to how the various age 
groups are divided In priority t. But 
officials appeared to believe enough 
younger men would be available at 
least to meet October needa of the 
armed services. 

Medical and dental draft calls 
have been Illled.so lur by men In 
priorities 1 and 3 who either were 
educated at government expense or 
were deferred from World war II 
service to complete thoir medical or 
dental educallona.

The story has been relayed by the 
Latvian desk ot the National Com- 
mittee from Free Europe, an Amer- 
ican organization devoted to broad- 
casting hope to countries behind tha 
irpn curtain. The fishermen are 
the first Latvians known to have 
escaped since IMB. 

The fishermen range in age from 
ai to M. They were mem ben of on 
"Artel" association of laborers for 
collective work and division of pro- 
fits. Fishing is an Important indus- 
try In the USSR and fishermen are 
paid much bettor than farmers or 
white collar workers, but these five 
could stand it no longer. 

Here are some ot the eonditlona 
they told sbout: 

The collective farms: Living 
standards seem to be the Worst In 
all Latvia, Impossible quotas ot pro- 
duction are set for the farmers, who 
cannot meet such norms even In 
dawn- to-dark toll. 

For a working day, a farmer re- 
ceives a kilo (about two pounds) ot 
rye, about ft halt pound ot wheat, 
six pounds ol potatoes and 60 ko- 
pecks (16 cents at the Ruaalan 
valuation) in cash. Some formers 
are granted about an eighth of an 
acre for their 'private gardens, but 
these are taxed heavily and failure 
to meet the payments mcnns dodue- 
tlon ot the payments from what he 
Kcu-tor his Work. In the collective, 
t^osants may leave the collective 
only with the management's con- 
sent,"' 

Salaries and wages: While collnr 
workers get leu Ihnii factory work- 
ers. Ottico employes get from *0O 
lo SOO rubles a month. In purchas- 
ing power Ihla mcjins Jeja than aub- 
slslence since "Slalln's cake" cosls 
1,30 niblee; white bread up ul {our 
rubles, eggs, 1.30 rubles ench.^mnr- 
Barlno, 38 rubles a kilo: shirts, lOO 
rubles; suits, flOO to 1,000 riibli 
shoes, 400 rubles; overcoai.

Housing: All houses have been 
nationalised since 1S4S. Ko new 
apartments have been erected In 
the fishermen's town, Lepaya, since 
the communists occupied the 
try. No one may remain In Ihe town 
! than 34 hours without register- 
ing with the police. Housing Is ex- 
tremely scarce, but living space va- 
cated by persons who have been de- 
ported is turned over to Russian of- 
ficers, fully furnished, tl no Rus- 
sians want the place, the tumllure 
Is removed before a new tenant goes 
in. 

The draft: Men serve long yean 
of compulsory military service out- 
side Latvia and in the USSR, from 
three years for the infantry to seven 
tor the air force. Tliere is a shortage 
ot men In Latvia, and the women 
work 10 hard they are interested In 
little except rest. 

The Russians: There has been a 
large Influx of Russians into Lcpayn, 
and now up to « per cent of the 
city's 100,000 population is Russian. 
The Russians Haunt their superiority 
and tights between Russian and Lat- 
vian sailors are frequent. It is dlttl- 
cuIC to say whether there Is any 
nationalist resistance left in Latvia. 
There are some Incidents which look 
like sabotage In the factories, but 
every Incident which causes any 
damage whatever Is officially called 
sabotage and punishment Is swift, 
and severe.

Care of Your Children

It la easy to spoil children. Per- 
haps that Is why so many do ,h. It 
) much trouble to get out of 
I chair and Uke the child away 
from the lamp cord that one says, 
"Leave that alone, Marie," and 
waits for the crash. Of course, con- 
science speaks and then, "Ob, she'i 
only a baby after all. Those lamp 
cords are a nuisance anyway, with 
children around." 

It is .10 much easier to let Tommy 
take another chocolate from the 
box, saying , "How that's enough, 
boy," than to rise, take the box and 
put it away so he cannot take the 
next one and the next one until he 
cannot eat his supper. 

When he cries at bedthne it Is 
much easier to say, "Oh, let him 
Btay up a while. What difference 
will it make for once?" thaB to say. 
"Five- more minutes, Sammy, and It 
Is bedtime for you," listen to his 
pleas for "Just a little while," and 
then atertily march him off to bed. 

This teaches an intelligent child 
that he can get away with doing 
what he wonts to do. That leads to 
the tantrum on the day when It la 
not convenient to let him "get away 
with It." The child does not know 
anything about that Inconvenience. 
What he knows li that if he makei 
a big enough tuss be will win his 
way. 

A visitor comes In and the boy's 
JDOlhar atXt with her to enjoy a bit 
of talk. The boy feels left out and 
wantA to be taken In, so he brealu 



Into the talk. "Oo play with your 
sand box, Michael. You see we ore 
busy." Three times and more this 
happens, and then the small boy 
puts on his ,tantrum, yells, kicks, 
shouts Imprecations at his stunned 
mother. The visitor Is shocked oi 
pretends to be. It Is all very embar- 
rassing. Mother Is helpless in the 
situation and wants to know what 
happened to make the child behave 
10, and what can be done about It. 

Plenty can be done about it. but 
It requires attention, a sacrifice of 
time and personal comfort. Rearing 
a child is a twenty-four -hour-a- day 
task lor about twenty yean, and 
there Is no respite from that duty. 
'Telling" him will not do. He must 
be shown, helped, directed, allowed 
responsibility through useful work. 
This Is hlgUly essential, for without 
the habit of uiefulneis, without the 
habit of dally work within his ca- 
paclty, no child . will grow In char, 
acter or ability, much less under, 
standing. 

We must, as Peizalotti lald, "Live 
with our children." and that means 
sharing with them their ups and 
downs, our interests, our standards, 
our hopes. It is easier to help a child 
grow up to healthy maturity than it 
la to recondition him tmca be has 
been spoiled.
